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Driver 


guilty in 
2 deaths

A Romulus woman convicted 
of involuntary manslaughter 
now faces up to 15 years in pris- 
on for killing two teenagers in a 
head-on collision in Westland 
last August, according to the 
Wayne County Sherrif’s De- 
partment. 

Alita Bell, 22, was found guil- 
ty in Detroit Recorder’s Court 
July 23 on two counts of in- 
voluntary manslaughter in the 
deaths of Amy Lynn Alexan- 
der, 18, of Westland and 
Frances Carol Roehl, 19 of 
Waterford Township. She 
claims to not remember driv- 
ing the car that caused the fatal 
crash. 

According to sheriffs de- 
puties, the fatal collision took 
place at 2:20 a.m. Aug. 8 on 
Hines Drive, between Merri- 
man and Ann Arbor Trail. 
Apparently, Bell and friend 
Stephen Delossantos, formerly 
of Livonia, were both in the 1983 
Pontiac Firebird which cros- 
sed the center line at 79 mph, 
and caused the head-on crash. 

Defense attorney David 
Blake did raise questions as to 
whether Bell or Delossantos 
was driving the car at the time 
of the crash, as Delossantos, 
flown in from Florida for the 
trial, also testified he could not 
remember who drove the car, 
according to sources. 

The two had been to a Taylor- 
area bar and were going to De- 
lossantos’ apartment when the 
crash occurred. Witnesses at 
the bar testified that Bell drove 
from the bar, sources said. 

Recording to Detective Wal- 
ter Holowka of the sherrifs de- 
partment, Bell originally con- 
fessed to have driven the car, 
but said that later she and De- 
lossantos pulled of the road and 
switched seats. 

He believed it was “incon- 
ceivable” that they could re- 
member switching drivers, but 
would not remember details of 
the crash or where it occurred. 

After the three-day trial, and 
two hours of deliberation, the 
jury made their verdict known. 
Family members of the vic- 
tims reportedly hailed the deci- 


sion.

State Bill affects schools 


Water is 
called safe

Residents of Belleville, 
Romulus and Van Buren Char- 
ter Township, should soon dis- 
cover some improvement in 
the taste and smell of their tap 
water, according to the direc- 
tor of the Romulus Departent 
of Public Works (DPW). 

An official at the Detroit Wa- 
ter and Sewage Department 
said the problem should clear 
up soon. 

During the past month, area 
residents have complained to 
local water departments about 
the musty taste and odor of wa- 
ter coming from the tap. 

Residents in each area have 
called their water department 
officials with questions and 
complaints about the water, 
but the local department work- 
ers have no control over the 
problem. They only can advise 
people not to worry-the water

Repercussions of legislation 
designed to give local students 
more equal treatment may 
soon be felt by Romulus 
schools. 

The proposed bill, which has 
currently been approved by 
both the House and Senate, is 
designed to reduce spending 
disparity among schools state- 
wide. For Romulus, however, 
the proposal comes in time to 
be called a catch 22. 

After recently climbing out 
of the depth of poverty (in- 
formula), and becomming one 
of the “new rich” school dis- 
tricts (out-of-formula), Romu- 
lus schools may be asked to 
give that extra money away be- 
fore they’ve really had a 
chance to enjoy it, according to 
Dr. William Bedell, superin- 
tendent of Romulus Schools. 

Its called the Tax-Base Shar- 
ing Plan, and it calls for school 
districts to take half the future 
growth in new commercial and 
industrial taxes and share it 


with others. 

Bedell, however, doesn’t ex- 
actly call it sharing. 

“I believe that the plan is a 
scam, and borders on being un- 
constitutional,” Bedell com- 
mented. 

“That plan would hurt us 
worse that it would hurt a 
Birmingham or Bloomfield 
Hills school because we would 
have to levy more that 40 mills 
to get what they can for less 
than half of that,” Bedell said. 

According to State Repre- 
sentative Jim Kosteva (D- 
Canton), the intent of the plan is 
to help equalize revenues spent 
on students in the state schools. 

“Some schools spend as 
much as $8,000 on each student 
while others spend only about 
$2,000,” he said. “This plan will 
equal out that number so that 
students everywhere will get 
an equal chance at an educa- 
tion.” 

The new sharing plan applies 
only to future growth so no dis- 
trict would lose its present re- 
venue. In addition, residential 
and agricultural property 
taxes would not be affected. 


Some out-of-formula dis- 
tricts however, still argue that 
it’s unfair, and that it really 
doesn’t address the serious 
problem of school finance re- 
form. 

“It’s patchwork, that’s all it 
is,” commented Dr. Dennis 
O’Neill, superintendent of 
Wayne-Westland schools. 
“Someday they will get down to 
the real business of reorganiz- 
ing the tax structure in this 
state. Until then, schools and 
children who attend them will 
suffer.” 

“It does mean reversed dis- 
parity for some, but it is good 
for others,” said Daniel P. Gil- 
martin. executive director for 
the Conference of Western 
Wayne. “It all depends on how 
you look at it.” 

“Although it has already 
been passed by the Senate and 
the House, their plans differ, 
and the Conference Commit- 
tee, made up from members of 
both, is trying to work out an 
agreement,” Kosteva said. "If 
it is worked out, schools may 
see the effects as early as this 
coming school year.” 


New legislation could 
increase cable TV rates

Romulus residents are being 
urged by local cable officials to 
speak out against federal leg- 
islation that, if approved, 
would make viewers pay extra 
to watch “free TV” if they’re 
viewing it on cable. 

The proposed legislation is 
solidly backed by broadcast 
network officials who are seek- 
ing the right to charge cable 
systems to retransmit their 
programming. The cable com- 
panies would then pass the 
charge onto consumers, who 
could end up paying 20 percent 
more each month to watch net- 
work TV on their local system. 

This so-called “free TV sur- 
charge” is only one part of the 


proposed bill dealing with 
cable re-regulation that was 
enacted by the Senate Com- 
merce Committee and is now in 
the hands of Congress. 

“It’s ridiculous toexpect that 
we should pay to watch a ‘free’ 
channel just because we have 
cable,” said Ray Williams, of 
the Romulus Cable Commis- 
sion. “I’m sure many of the 
other residents feel the same 
way." 

“This represents one of the 
more anti-consumer provi- 
sions of the bill,” said Kay’elen 
Perry, general manager of 
Continental Cablevision which 
serves 39.000 customers in 
Dearborn Heights and West- 
land and approximately 111,000 
in the Detroit metropolitan 
area. 


‘Future Airport’ 
plans take off

Airport officials have shifted 
expansion plans into high gear 
as a historic agreement was 
made concerning a design for 
the “Terminal of the Future” 
Tuesday. 

Wayne County Executive 
Edward McNamara and Ben 
Hirst, Northwest Airlines vice- 
president and general counsel, 
announced that the county and 
company will proceed with the 
$10 million programming and 
design of the future complex at 
Detroit Metropolitan Airport. 

If accepted, the final project 
will cost roughly in excess of $1 
billion, according to officials. 

“Our plans are to eventually 
have the best airport on the 
planet,” McNamara said. 

Although the county owns 
and operates Metro, an approv- 
al vote must come from air- 
lines serving the airport before 
such a plan can go into effect. 
In this case, Northwest, which 
carries about two-thirds of 
Metro passengers, had the au- 
thority to approve the propos- 
al. If expansion does occur. 
Northwest will occupy the 
proposed mid-field terminal, 
the centerpiece of the plan. 

The proposed process will in- 
clude programming, financial 
feasibility and preliminary 
schematics research on what 
McNamara called “...one of 
the most ambitious building 
projects in aviation history.” 

As part of the process, an 
organization called the Ter- 
minal of the Future Working 
Group, comprising both Wayne

County and Northwest officials 
will put together a strategic 
plan for a hub terminal 
“The concept behind airport 
terminals hasn’t changed 
much since the advent of avia- 
tion,” McNamara said. “Our 
plan is to throw out all pre- 
conceived notions regarding 
how an airport terminal is de- 
signed. and to start from 
scratch.” 

Their goal- to make Metro so 
efficient and passenger- 
friendly that people will want 
to fly through, to and from De- 
troit. 

“We want to be able to pro- 
cess passengers more effi- 
ciently and smoothly that in 
any other hub in the world,” 
Hirst said. “We want to make 
our services so easy and worry- 
free that we attract even the 
most competative passen- 
gers.” 

“To simplify, our objective is 
to have no lines for passengers 
to wait in for baggage, tickets 
or anything else they may 
need,” McNamara said. 
“Many people would bypass

Because the bill could be 
approved by Congress at any 
time. Perry is trying to warn 
customers now.

A 31-year-old Romulus man 
was charged with second- 
degree murder and possession 
of a firearm during the com- 
mmission of a felony in connec- 
tion with the J uly 10 death of his 
long-time friend Randall 
Peden, 27, of Alabama. 

Although he was formerly re- 
leased from custody due to in- 
sufficient evidence of malice or 
negligence, an additional in- 
vestigation provided more in- 
formation which led to issue of 
the warrant, according to 
Romulus police. 

Maggard was arraigned July 
26 at the 34th District Court in 
Romulus. Bond was set at 
$50,000 cash. 

A preliminary examination 
has been set for Aug. 7. 

The resident of Alabama was 
apparently here in a reunion 
with his old friend. 

According to police, at about 
5:30 p.m. July 10, a call was 
received from Maggard re- 
garding the shooting in the 
south end of the city. Police ar- 
rived and found Peden shot in 
the head. He was pronounced 
dead on arrival at Annapolis 
Hospital. 

Apparently a heated argu- 
ment arose between the two 
prior to the accident. Accord- 
ing to police, Maggard had 
taken a .22 caliber pistol from 
his friend under the belief that 
Peden was intoxicated and in- 
tended to do something foolish 

“Maggard said he had never 
seen his friend this wild before 
and he thought taking away the 
gun would be the best thing.” 
said Romulus Detective Sgt 
John Meyers. 

Peden. a 6-foot, 6-mch. 325- 


pound man, then began to 
actively threaten the life of 
Maggard and his family, 
according to Meyers. He began 
to push and make comments 
about “blowing them away,” 
Meyers said. 

Apparently in fear of his life 
and that of his family. Mag- 
gard took out the gun and 
allegedly pointed it at the head 
of his buddy, asking him to lis- 
ten to reason and walk away. 

“Peden then lunged at him 
and grabbed the gun, trigger- 
ing it to go off,” said Meyers. 
“He was shot directly in the 
head." 

Maggard was brought into 
custody and later released due 
to insufficient evidence to show 
malice or negligence, accord- 
ing to police.

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Hotels victimized 
by armed robber 

Two hotels near the airport 
were victimized by an armed 
robber last week, according to 
Romulus police. 

Shortly after midnight July 
28, a black male in his mid-to- 
late 20s entered the Merriman 
Executive Inn in Romulus, 
under the pretext of registering 
for the night, according to police 
reports. 

Believing the man had a 
weapon, the clerk gave the man 
money at his request, police 
said. 

The following night at about 
the same time, the Holiday Inn 
in Romulus experienced nearly 
an identical incident. 

According to police, the sus- 
pect, identified much like the 
man the night before, entered 
the hotel under the pretext of 
registering for the evening. He 
gave the impression of a 
weapon, and obtained money 
from the night clerk, police said. 

A witness provided police 
with information regarding a 
vehicle parked outside with a 
waiting passenger. 

Later that night, a car match- 
ing the description was seen by 
Wyandotte police departing 
from the scene of another 
armed robbery with much the 
same mode of operation at the 
Budgetel Inn in Southgate. 

A high-speed chase ensued, 
and ended when the suspect 
vehicle crashed at the end of a 
road, police said. 

The two suspects are now in a 
downriver hospital. The man 
fitting the description of the 
armed robber is in serious con- 
dition and not expected to live, 
police said. 

Survey to impact

The survey will cover such 
items as jobs and earning, how 
taxes affect personal spending 
and the economic effects of un- 
employment, disability and re- 
tirement. 

According to officials, in- 
formation gathered from the 
survey will help policy makers 
and administrators determine 
how well government programs 
are serving the public and how 
changes in programs and poli- 
cies will affect the public.

A step 
in time

v History certainly is repeat- 
ing itself in Romulus. 

A one-room schoolhouse 
built in 1839 is the setting. An 
adventure back in time is the 
plot. 

With memorabilia dating 
back to the 1800s, the Romu- 
lus museum will offer a host 
of vintage “prizes” for visi- 
tors’ entertainment. 

Scheduled to open Sept. 8, 
the museum is now nearly 
complete. 

“After nearly six years of 
work, we’re finally almost 
done,” said Pearl Varner of 
the Romulus Historical Socie- 
ty. “It’s a great feeling know- 
ing that all of our work will 
soon pay off.” 

Purchased by the city in 
January of 1986, the old build- 
ing was moved from the oppo- 
site end of the city to its cur- 
rent location next to the 
Romulus Post Office on Hunt 
Street. 

It was at that time that the 
Historical Commission and 
volunteers from the Historic- 
al Society began working 
together to produce this 
“work of art,” according to 
Varner. 

“With a collection of state 
grants and donations from 
businesses and individuals, 
we began to restore the build- 
ing,” Varner said. “It was a 


long, hard process but finally 
we finished, and it now looks 
the same as depicted in the 
Romulus history books.” 

From the outside, the build- 
ing appears out of place in 
time, but it’s suprisingly mod- 
ern within. 

“Thq inside was redone so 
the only old things now in 
there are the artifacts them- 
selves,” Varner said. 

Containing everything 
from photographs of early 
Romulus settlers to memor- 
abilia from WWI and WWII, 
the museum tells a story of 
the forefathers of the city. 

“The only thing we would 
like to make our collection 
complete would be more arti- 
facts from the bomber plant 
era,” said Varner. “We would 
greatly appreciate any dona- 
tions of that kind.” 


The grand opening cere- 
mony will begin at noon Sept. 
8, with a host of early amer- 
ican crafters, indian dancers 
and Civil War buffs entertain- 
ing. The ribbon-cutting cere- 
mony will take place at 1 p.m. 
complete with the unvfeiling of 
a donor plaque. 

Everyone will then be wel- 
come to step back in time and 
view the vintage artifacts 
within the museum. 

“We couldn’t have done it 
without the support of the 
mayor, the City Council and 
the donors,” Varner said. 
“It’s been a community pro- 
ject, well worth the effort.”

involve Channels 20, 50, 38, 56 
and 62 along with 2, 4, and 7. 

Broadcasters are licensed to 
provide their programming 
over the public airwaves free of 
charge. The programming pro- 
duced or purchased is paid for 
by commercial advertising. 

In 1990, the TV broadcast net- 
works were paid $25 billion by 
advertisers. The "free TV sur- 
charge" could add another $3 
billion to these annual re- 
venues. 

Perry said the growth of 
cable has taken viewers and 
advertising revenue from the 
networks and this legislation 
would give those broadcasters 
a chance to help save them- 
selves financially. 

“The broadcasting industry 
is trying to make more money. 
It's an attempt to secure an 


ongoing revenue stream,” Per- 
ry said. “Network shares have 
decreased because cable is tak- 
ing over a greater share of the 
viewers. That has to hurt the 
network broadcasters. Adver- 
tisers are interested in how 
many pairs of eyes are watch- 
ing their commercials and they 
will go to who controls the big- 
gest shares of the market.” 

The proposed legislation, 
said Perry, “doesn’t bode well 
for the future,” because free 
TV as we know it may be in 
jeopardy. 

“For the first time in history, 
cable customers will end up 
paying for free television simp- 
ly because they choose to 
watch an improved picture on 
cable," she said. “If the broad- 
cast networks are allowed to 
charge cable customers for the 
same shows, and the same 
number of commercials they 
already receive, how long will 
it be until non-cable customers 
will have to pay for the pri- 
vilege of watching “free TV?" 

Other cable officials in the 


area also warned of the con- 
sequences of the legislation. 

Lisa Boland, general mana- 
ger of Omnicom Cablevision, 
said companies are not re- 
quired to carry broadcast 
channels but do because of the 
consumer demand for them 
and, in the case of Omnicom, 
because of the high quality re- 
ception of those channels in the 
area. 

Omnicom serves 35,000 cus- 
tomers in Romulus. Belleville 
and the townships of Van 
Buren, Canton, Northville and 
Plymouth. 

But, she said, “if broadcast 
networks started to charge for 
carrying the channels on our 
system, then there would be a 
good possibility that they 
would be dropped from our 
lineup.” 

"I hope the legislation would 
give us the freedom to decide 
what channels to keep on our 
system lineup.” Boland added 
“I know our customers 
wouldn’t want to see a large in- 
crease in their charges.” 


Creek clean-up 
drive begins

Local officials assembled 
Monday to kick-off a plan de- 
signed to clean up Ecorse 
Creek. 

The aim of the community 
representatives is to imple- 
ment a clean-up drive to rival 
the established Rouge River 
Rescue annual campaigns, 
according to Ruth Canfield, 
Dearborn Heights city council 
member. 

“It’s high time to make the 
public and the government 
aware of problems caused by 
the creek, and to start taking 
steps in the right direction to 
clean it up,” Canfield said. 

Although there have been in- 
termittant clean up efforts dur- 
ing the past, the creek is still 
contaminated. Studies which 
date back to 1969 characterize 
lower reaches of the creek as 
“...suffering from gross de- 
gradation,” according to Can- 
field. 

“In general, the overall wa- 
ter quality in the Ecorse Creek 
system is quite poor,” reports 
state. 

The creek is 12 miles long and 
begins in Wayne and Romulus. 
It then winds through seven 
other communities before 
emptying into the Detroit Riv- 
er in Wyandotte. 

According to Patricia En- 
right, legislative assistant with 
the Wayne County Commis- 
sion, the creek is considered to 
be the “Wayne County drain.” 

“It allows water from bad 
storms or heavy rains to drain 
into the Detroit River,” she 
said. 

But blockages caused by de- 
bris have caused overflows that 
haven’t allowed the creek to do its 
intended job. 

The North Branch Ecorse 
Creek overflows nearly every 
year causing, on average, 
more than 1,000 basements in 
the affected areas to flood with 
water from city sewage sys- 
tems as well as ground flood 
water from the river, accord- 


ing to statistics. 

“There have been problems 
with soil erosion, flooding and 
just plain contamination 
throughout the years and it’s 
high time we did something ab- 
out it,” said Canfield. 

In collaboration with her con- 
cerns and those of local govern- 
ment and community groups, 
the U.S. Army Corps of En- 
gineers performed a study and 
concluded that in addition to 
clean up. several retention 
basins were needed to stop the 
water from overflowing. 
However, since each will cost 
in excess of $6 million, only one 
is scheduled to be built. 

“Construction will soon be- 
gin on the basin which will be 
located in Dearborn Heights 
and it’s a great step in the right 
direction, but it’s simply not 
enough,” Canfield said. 

“Hopefully, through our 
efforts, the public and the gov- 
ernment will become more 
aware of the danger of this 
problem and of the importance 
to have it resolved as soon as 
possible.” 

In the meantime, Canfield 
and others will continue to 
work on irrigating the creek. 

Spearheaded by Canfield and 
Wayne County Commissioner 
Susan Hubbard, the clean-up 
group is known as “The 
Friends of Ecorse Creek.” It 
comprises public officials, 
civic organizations and volun- 
teers in the seven communities 
along Ecorse Creek. 

Although there are not many 
volunteers to date, the group 
hopes to gain enough recogni- 
tion to conduct a massive clean 
up every year. 

The first clean up is sche- 
duled for Sept. 7. Anyone in- 
terested in becoming a volun- 
teer may call Jeffrey Martell, 
director of Romulus commun- 
ity planning recycling at 942- 
7592. 

“We hope that everyone who 
possibly can pitches in to do 
their part in making it a clean- 
er, safer creek,” Canfield said.

is safe, and offer steps indi- 
viduals can follow to make the 
water more potable, according 
to Jim Panos, director of the 
water and sewer department in 
Romulus. 

The water problem is caused 
by Geosmin, a natural, non- 
toxic substance found in the 
vegetation growing in the 
Canadian side of the Detroit 
River, the source area for dow- 
nriver water, said Ray Striz, 
the assistant director of Van 
Buren public services. 

This is the second consecu- 
tive summer area residents 
are experiencing this dilem- 
ma, he said. 

The combination of the hot 
weather and the accidental in- 
troduction about three years 
ago of zebra mussels into the 
Canadian side of the Detroit 
River are cited as the com- 
bined cause of the musty taste. 
The mussels take out impuri- 
ties in the water, allowing river 
plant life to grow at an in- 
creased rate. Geosmin is found 
in these plants. 

Normally, the Detroit Water 
and Sewage Department, 
which supplies Belleville, 
Romulus and Van Buren with 
water, is able to eradicate the 
problems the increased Geos- 


min levels cause. This sum- 
mer, however, the hot weather 
has so increased water demand 
that Detroit Water workers 
have not had the time to treat 
the water long enough to eli- 
minate the non-hazardous 
smell and taste, Striz said. 

About 30 Romulus residents 
have complained to the Romu- 
lus DPW this summer, 
although none have called in 
the past three weeks, Panos 
said. A dozen people from 
throughout Van Buren have 
phoned township hall this sum- 
mer with questions or com- 
plaints about the water prob- 
lem. In Belleville, the com- 
plainers have numbered 10, 
City Manager Bob Herron said. 

Despite the number of com- 
plaints city officials have re- 
ceived regarding the water 
taste and smell, an informal 
survey of residents found none 
who had any problems with 
their tap water. 

Van Buren officals are test- 
ing water from throughout the 
township to try to determine if 
there is something they can do 
to improve the water quality, 
Striz said, but so far they have 
been unsuccessful. They re- 
commend people boil their tap 
water and then cool it via refri- 
geration to make it more pot- 
able. 

Residents also may want to 
purchase bottled water until 
the problem subsides, Panos 
said.

APPENDIX A -ZONING 
ARTICLE XXVII 
AMENDMENT 1.118 

An Ordinance To Amend the Zoning Ordinance of the Cily of Romulus 
Code of Ordinances by Repealing Article XXVII In Its Entirety and 
Adopting a New Article XXVII Providing for Procedures and Standards 
For Uses Subject to Special Approvals. 

THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF ROMULUS ORDAINS: 
Section 1. SHORT TITLE : This Ordinance shall be known and cited as 
the Amended Zoning Ordinance. 

Section 2. Article XXVII, Section 27.01 through Section 27.02 is hereby 
repealed and a new Article XXVII, Section 27.01 through 27.04 is 
adopted to read as follows: 

Section 27.01 INTENT 

The formulation and enactment of the Zoning Ordinance is based 
upon the division of the City into districts, in each of which arc 
permitted specified uses which arc mutually compatible. In addition 
to such permitted compatible uses, however, there arc certain other 
uses which may be necessary or desirable to allow in certain loca- 
tions within certain districts, but because of their actual or potential 
impacts on neighboring uses or public facilities, there is a need to 
carefully regulate them with respect to their location for flic protec- 
tion of the community. These uses, due to their peculiar locational 
need or the nature of the service offered, may have to be established 
in a district where they cannot be reasonably allowed as a permitted 
use. 

Section 27.02 AUTHORITY 

The Cily Council of the city of Romulus shall have the sole authority 
to approve, approve with conditions or disapprove all special ap- 
proval land uses. Prior to any action by the City Council, the City 
Planning Commission shall hold a public hearing, prepare a report 
of their findings and submit a recommendation to the City Council. 
In consideration of all applications for special approval land uses, 
the Planning Commission shall review each case individually as to 
its appropriateness and must find affirmatively each of the general 
standards of Section 27.03 and to the specific standards enumerated 
for that use. Special approval land uses shall be subject toconditions, 
restrictions, andsafeguards deemed necessary to the interest of pub- 
lic health, safety and welfare. 

For all special approval land uses, a site plan conforming to the 
requirements and procedures of Article IV, Section 4.04 is required. 
Special approval shall be granted only for those uses specified in the 
application and shown on the site plan. If the proposed uses and plans 
meet the general and specific standards of the Zoning Ordinance, the 
Cily Council shall approve the use. 

Section 27.03 GENERAL STANDARDS 
In considering all applications for special approval land uses, the 
City Council shall review each case individually and must find 
affirmatively each of the following standards: 

A. The proposed special approval land use shall be of such location, 
size and character that it will be in harmony with the appropriate and 
orderly development of the surrounding neighborhood and/or vicin- 
ity and applicable regulations of the zoning district (including, but 
not limited to, any applicable performance standards) in w hich it is 
to be located. 

B. The proposed use shall be of a nature that will make vehicular and 
pedestrian traffic no more hazardous than is normal for the district 
involved, taking into consideration vehicular turning movements in 
relations to routes of traffic flow, proximity and relationship to 
intersections, adequacy of sight distances, location and access of 
off-street parking and provisions for pedestrian traffic, with the 
particular attention to minimizing child-vehicle interfacing. 

C. The proposed uses shall be designed as to the location, size, 
intensity, site layout and periods of operation of any such proposed 
use to eliminate any possible nuisance emanating therefrom which 
might be noxious to the occupants of any other nearby permitted 
uses, whether by reason of dust, noise, fumes, vibration, smoke or 
lights. 

D. The proposed use shall be such that the proposed location and height 
of buildings or structures, the location, nature and height of walls, 
fences and landscaping, and the location, size or height of signs will 
not interfere with or discourage the appropriate development and use 
of adjacent land and building or unreasonably affect their value. 

E. The proposed use shall relate harmoniously with the physical and 
economic aspects of adjacent land uses as regards prevailing shop- 
ping habits, convenience of access by prospective patrons, continu- 
ity of development, and need for particular services, facilities and 
utilities in specific areas of the Cily. 

F. The proposed use is so designed, located, planned and to be operated 
that the public health, safely and welfare will be protected. 

G. The proposed use shall not be detrimental or injurious to the neigh- 
borhood within which it is to be located, nor shall such use operate 
as a deterrent to future land uses permitted within said zoning 
district, and shall be in harmony with the general purpose and intent 
of the Zoning Ordinance. 

Section 27.04 PROCEDURES 

An application for the approval of a special approval land use shall be 
made by an owner, lessee or other person with a legal interest in the 
property who has the owner’s consent to file the application. Such 
application shall be accompanied by the site plan and the necessary 
fees. 

A. Public Hearing 

The Planning Commission shall investigate the circumstances of 
each case and hold a public hearing on each application for special 
approval land use in accordance with the following procedures 
as established by Slate Law: 

Upon receipt of an application for a special approval land use. 
one ( 1 ) notice that a request for special land use approval has been 
received shall be published in a newspaper of general circulation 
in the City and shall be sent by mail or personal delivery to the 
owners of property for which approval is being considered, to all 
persons to whom real property is assessed within 300 feet of the 
boundary of the property in question, and to occupants of all

Upon the findings required by Section 27.02, if the City Council 
determines that the particular special approval land usefs) should be 
allowed, it shall endorse its approval thereof on the written application 
and clearly set forth in writing the particular use(s) which have been 
allowed. Upon approval of a special approval land use by City Council 
and approval of the site plan by the Planning Commission, tire Building 
Inspector may issue a building permit in conformity with the particular 
special approval land use. In all cases where a particular special 
approval has been granted as provided herein, application for a building 
permit in pursuance thereof must be made and received by live City not 
bter than one (1) year thereafter, or such approval shall automatically 
be revoked; provided, however tire City Council may grant an exten- 
sion thereof for good cause shown under such terms and conditions 
and for such period of time not exceeding six (6) months as it shall 
determine to be necessary and appropriate. Any special approval bnd 
use that is discontinued or abandoned for a period exceeding one (1) 
year shall have its approval automatically revoked. 

C. Denial. 

If the City Council shall determine that the particular special approval 
bnd usc(s) requested does not meet the standards of this Ordinance, 
or otherwise will tend to be injurious to the public health, safety, 
welfare, or orderly development of the City, it shall deny the 
application in writing which clearly sets forth the reason(s) for such 
denial. 

D. Conditions. 

The Planning Commission may recommend and City Council may 
impose such conditions or limitations in granting approval as may be 
permitted by State Law and this Ordinance which it deems necessary 
to fulfill the spirit and/or purpose of this Ordinance. 

The conditions may include conditions necessary to ensure that public 
services and facilities affected by a proposed land use or activity will 
be capable of accommodating increased service and facility loads 
caused by the land use or activity, to protect the natural environment 
and conserve natural resources and energy, to ensure compatibility with 
adjacent uses of land, and to promote the use of bnd in a socially and 
economically desirable manner. Conditions imposed shall do all the 
following: 

1. Be designed to protect natural resources, the health, safety, and 
welfare as well as the social and economic well being of those 
who will use the land use or activity under consideration, resi- 
dents and landowners immediately adjacent to the proposed bnd 
use or activity, and the community as a whole. 

2. Be related to the valid exercise of the police power and 
purposes which are affected by the proposed use or activity. 

3. Be necessary to meet the intent and purpose of the zoning 
regulations; be related to the standards esbblished in this Ordi- 
nance for the land use or activity under consideration; and be 
necessary to ensure compliance with those standards. 

The conditions imposed with respect to the approval of a bnd use or 
activity shall be recorded in the record of the approval action and 
shall remain unchanged unless the original process is followed. The 
City Council shall maintain a record of changes granted in condi- 
tions. 

E. Appeals. 

Appeals from decisions under this Article may be taken to Circuit 
Court. 

Section 3 CONFLICTING PROVISIONS REPEALED: Should any 
section, clause or provision of this ordinance be declared by the Court 
to be invalid, tire same shall not affect the validity of this ordinance as 
a whole or any part thereof, other than the part so declared to be invalid. 
Section 4 EFFECTIVE DkTE: This ordinance shall become effective 
immediately upon publication in the officbl newspaper of general 
circulation.

Until recently, Tina Sanders 
! didn't see herself as someone

| vironment. What is even more 
surprising to her is that the de- 
j cisions she makes affect 18 
Wayne County communities. 

Now, as environmental 
director of the Conference of 
Western Wayne, Sanders 
spends nearly all her time 
working on improving the en- 
vironment. 

It wasn’t until she was a 
' senior at Belleville High School 
that Sanders realized she had 
an interest in environmental 
issues. 

“I really became interested 
. in the environment after I was 


in Marshall Weid’s science 
class at Belleville High 
School,” she said. ”H? was 
such a dynamic teacher. He 
really got me involved.” 

After she left high school, 
Sanders furthered her interest 
by enrolling in resource man- 
agement classes at Michigan 
State University. 

Sanders credits her advisor 
at MSU for keeping her on 
track. ‘‘He was also very in- 
terested in the environment 
and helped convince me that I 
should go into resource man- 
agement,” she said. 

And from there, everything 
seemed to fall in place. As soon 
as she graduated, Sanders 
found a job with the Conference 
of Western Wayne, an orga- 
nization that brings 18 western 


Wayne county communties 
together and try and resolve 
common issues. 

Sanders is responsible for 
helping each community 
assemble a solid waste plan. 

‘‘It works along the lines of 
basic common sense,” she 
said. “If one city is getting 
ready to try a recycling plan, 
then we use information from 
other communities that have 
already started a recycling 
plan.” 

She said that all of the in- 
formation CWW keeps on solid 
waste plans and recylcing 
helps other communities see 
where some others have made 
mistakes. 

Sanders spends a lot of her 
time going from community to 
community staging recycling

Judge chosen in Barden slaying case

A 19-year-old Detroit woman and her 23-year-old cousin were 
scheduled to be arraigned yesterday in Recorder’s Court in De- 
troit. 

Keya Renee Moss and Maurice Ladell Lincoln were to appear 
at 9 a.m. in room 704 before Judge David Kerwin to be arraigned 
on various charges in connection with the murder of Bemie 
Barden. 

Barden, 55, was stabbed to death during the early morning 
hours of July 8 in a party store parking lot on Inkster Road. 

Moss and Lincoln will be arraigned in Recorder’s Court on the 
information from the court proceedings conducted by Judge Syl- 
via James of the 22nd District Court. 

Moss is accused of grabbing a butcher knife she had in her car 
and plunging the weapon into the victim during a fight in the 
parking lot involving her cousin and three others. She is being 
held on an open murder charge, without bond, in Wayne County 
Jail. 

Lincoln used a weapon during the fight and fired between two to 
three shots at the victim, according to police. However, during 
testimony in the lower court, Lincoln’s attorney, Ronald McDuf- 
fie, told the court that his client was attempting to act as “a 
peacemaker” during the altercation. 

In a statement to police, Lincoln had told them that he did have 
a weapon but he fired it in the air. He is charged with assault with 
the intent to commit murder and felony firearms. 

Barden, the older brother of cable TV entrepreneur, Don Bar- 
den, was a passenger in a car driven by Leatrice Snipes. 

Snipes testified that she and Barden decided to go to the party 
store to purchase some pop. Barden fell asleep during the ride to 
Fast Frank’s Party store and when the couple arrived, Snipes 
decided to go into the store alone. 

As she approached the front door to the store, she was assaulted 
by a black male and, believing robbery was the motive for the 
{ assault, Snipes said, she tossed some money to the street. She was 


then struck over the head, she told the court and was "dazed”. 
She said she didn’t see the fatal assault on Barden. 

Barden, apparently hearing the screams for help, got out of the 
car and was immediately confronted by three to four men. 

A fight followed and during the fight shots rang out. 

Police believe that Moss grabbed a knife from her car, rushed 
Barden and stabbed him. Barden had two stab wounds to the 
chest and stomach area, which proved fatal. 

When Moss returned to her car she told friends that she thought 
she had killed someone because she didn’t like “anyone messin’ 
or (strong expletive deleted) with her cousin”. 

Moss surrendered to Inkster police the following day. Lincoln 
turned up at the Inkster police station on July 10 and surrendered. 

Wayne County Assistant Prosecutor Gary LaBret prosecuted 
the case for the state. He had no comments after the district court 
hearing. 

An attempt by Moss’ attorney Thaddeus K’Dean to have his 
client’s charge reduced from open murder to second-degree mur- 
der was denied by the judge. 

In what appears to be a related development, three men who 
had beaten up an Inkster man prior to the homicide in the parking 
lot will be charged, according to Inkster Detective James Home, 
who is handling the investigation. 

Although he refused to identify the suspects or reveal if they 
will be charged in the Barden case, Horne said that the suspects 
are accused of assaulting Jack Holt. 

Holt, 41, was in the store earlier the night Barden was killed. 
Police were not able to interview him because the victim had been 
in the intensive care unit at Annapolis Hospital for about four 
days. 

The suspects will be charged with aggravated assault, Horne 
said. 

"There was no known reason for these three suspects to attack 
this man,” Horne said. "The victim did nothing to provoke the 
attack.” 

Asked whether these suspects took part in the fight that led to 
Barden’s death, Horne declined comment due to the status of the 
legal proceedings in the case. 


Trustee’s daughter is attacked 


The 18-year-old daughter of 
Sumpter Township Trustee Ar- 
ness Cox was the victim of 
assault and robbery July 21 at 
the Shell Gas Station on the In- 
terstate-94 Service Drive at 
Belleville Road. 

Anne Marie Cox was working 
alone at the station at 1 : 30 a.m. 
when Jacques Groening, 21, of 
Ypsilanti Township, allegedly 
entered the store to buy 
cigarettes. While Cox was ring- 
ing up the items, Groening is 
alleged to have grabbed her 
and slashed her throat with a 
straight razor. Cox broke away 
from her attacker who then 
lunged toward her, she told 
police. She escaped the store 


and flagged down a passing 
motorist who drove her to the 
Belleville Police Station, said 
Det. Cpl. Gregory Laurain of 
the Van Buren Police Dept. 

Cox received some stitches 
for her wound, Laurain said. 

There was no indication ot 
any intent of robbery prior to 
the attack on Cox, the officer 
added. Groening was arrested 
shortly after the incident at the 
Willow Run Food Market with 
four quarts of Shell Oil, which 
he was putting into his car. 

He was charged with assault 
to do great bodily harm less 
than murder. He wasn’t 
charged for the armed robbery

Manslaughter is 
charged in death

Van Buren Township resi- 
dent Richard Elton McDonald 
was bound over to Washtenaw 
County Circuit Court last week 
to face manslaughter charges, 
following a preliminary ex- 
amination. 

McDonald will be arraigned 
Aug. 4 on the charges stem- 
ming from a July 5 hit-and-run 
accident that resulted in the 
death of Gregory Arthur 
Gotham of Ypsilanti. McDo- 
nald was driving on a sus- 
pended license at the time, 
police officials said. 

His bail was set at $100,000 by 
Judge John B. Collins of 14-B 
District Court. McDonald has 
not as yet posted bail. 

Eric Guttenberg, assistant 
prosecuting attorney, said he 
believes Collins set such a high 
bail because McDonald’s driv- 
ing record has proven he is a 
menace on the roads. 

McDonald served two years 
of a one-to-five year sentence 
for drunk driving from 1988- 
1990. He was paroled last 
September. McDonald pre- 
viously was convicted of three 
alcohol-related incidents be- 
tween 1984-1988. 

"I think the judge was per- 
suaded that if he let him go, 
McDonald would pose a serious 
threat to the community,” Gut- 
tenberg said. 

Testimony at the July 24 pre- 
liminary examination indi- 
cated alcohol was a factor in 
the accident. 

Philip Krause, 22, who was a 
passenger in McDonald’s car 
at the time of the accident, tes-

tified that McDonald had im- 
bibed some mixed drinks 
sometime before the accident, 
Guttenberg said. 

A second witness. Pamela 
Sue Harrington, who is a friend 
of McDonald’s girlfriend, testi- 
fied she overheard McDonald 
admit to his mother on her tele 
phone, soon after the accident, 
that he had been drinking and 
driving and had hit a motorcy- 
cle rider, according to court re- 
cords. 

Harrington said McDonald 
went to her home soon after the 
time when the accident occur- 
red and appeared upset. 

"Rick was really upset and 
shaking. He said he had wreck- 
ed Yvette’s (McDonald's girl- 
friend) car and needed to use 
the phone. His eyes were all 
red, but I’m not sure if that was 
from crying or from alcohol," 
Harrington testified. 

"I heard him say he had hit a 
guy on a motorcycle and 
thought he was dead. After he 
got off the phone. I told him to 
call the police but he said he 
wouldn’t because he had no 
drivers license and didn’t want 
to spend the rest of his life in 
jail,” Harrington said.

Turned on but 
tuned out 

The proposed legislation allowing on-air broadcasters to be- 
gin charging cable television operators for the privilege of re- 
transmitting their signals has us reeling. 

- Not satisfied or able to manage their businesses with the $25 
or so billion dollars in advertising revenues received last year, 
the broadcast executives now want to charge cable companies 
for the privilege of enhancing their programming signals and 
sending them to subscribers who will view the commercials 
which paid for the production initially. 

Sound confusing? Perhaps that’s the idea. 

Broadcasters were opposed to cable television proliferating 
throughout the country when the movement for urban cable 
operations began a decade or so ago. Now that cable is an 
integral part of the American television viewers’ life, broadcast 
executives have decided there must be a way to make some 
money from it. Sort of the old When life gives you lemons, make 
lemonade philosophy. Only this time, the cable subscribers 
paying the monthly bills get the pits. 

. If cable companies are forced to buy the free, on-air television 
signals so they are able to enhance, strengthen and improve it 
for retransmission through the cable system, that expense will 
be borne by the subscriber paying for the service. 

' Cable executives predict that this increase could be as much 
as 20-percent of monthly cable bills and that such a free TV 
surcharge, as it is referred to, would cost as much ats $3 billion 
annually. 

They also suggest that as this legislation is now in Congress, 
approval of the proposal could come at any time. A distressing 
thought, indeed. 

Cable television subscribers will either be forced to pay for 
the local network affliate channels, 2, 4, and 7 in our area, or the 
cable companies can simply refuse to pay the fees and drop 
these channels from the lineup. In that instance, those with 
cable who wanted to view these channels would have to do so 
'with the aid of an outside antenna and without the enhancement 
Of signal cable transmission provides. Perhaps a switch could 
be installed, some television executives suggest, allowing view- 
ers to alternate between on-air and cable television. Of course, 
that installation, too, will have a price tag and no one disputes 
that an outside antenna will become necessary, if on-air sta- 
tions are dropped from the cable schedule. 

Nobody will be happy. 

While we are all for the free enterprise system and certainly 
understand the desire of the networks to sell their program- 
ming, it seems a poor business decision. The commercial 
advertising which pays for network programming is seen by 
cable viewers. That’s what the advertiser pays for, exposure. 
To limit viewers access to those commercial messages by mak- 
ing it diffi cult to view the network channels or having viewers 
pay for the privilege of seeing commercials seems ludicrous to 
us. Aren’t their advertising rates based on the number of rating 
points or viewership of the programming? 

With planning like this, it’s no wonder cable television has 
Won the loyalty and the dollars of the viewing public.

2. Do you know that kids are 
being * * trained” to counsel other 
kids in this center? This is 
dangerous at best as unqual- 
ified persons counsel others 
without any medical degrees in 
psychology or psychiatry. It is 
the “blind” leading the “blind”. 

3. Did you know that a law 
passed on March 28, 1991, re- 
quires each pupil in grades six 
through 12 receive written in- 
formation at the start of each 
school year regarding the issue 
of abortion? This means 10 and 
11 year olds. 

4. Is it merely coincidence 
that two months prior to this bill 
allowing abortion information 
in schools, the age of accessibil- 
ity in the Romulus Adolescent 
Health Center was dropped to 10 
years old. I think not. 

Did you further know that 
another law was passed in June, 
1991 which states that schools do 
not have to give abortion in- 
formation to kids in schools. 

Somewhere along the line, 
schools have shifted their atten- 
tion from actually teaching chil- 
dren to “treating” children. No 
longer is academic teaching 
primary, but health issues. It 
is not the purpose of a school to 
make health decisions for chil- 


dren, to offer medical treat- 
ment or amateur therapy ses- 
sions, to make referrals for 
health treatments to any par- 
ticular agency, or to undermine 
parental authority or assault 
the family unit by usuping 
parental rights. And yet Romu- 
lus schools have assumed this 
role as well as other shcools. 

Parents are urged to become 
informed regarding their chil- 
dren’s educational lives. Your 
child’s future depends on this. 

How did the educational pro- 
cess become so badly distorted? 
That’s another story. 

The Romulus schools do not 
have to give out abortion in- 
formation at the schools in 
September. The choice is up to 
Romulus citizens.

Don’t delay 
emergency care 
when your child 
is injured

If you have a doubt about 
whether a child needs prompt 
medical attention after an injury, 
don’t hesitate to call for help or go 
to a hospital emergency room. 

Perhaps your child takes a spill 
at the playground, or falls oft a 
bike. You patch up the minor 
scrapes and check for signs of 
bones that need to be set or 
wounds that need to be stitched. 
Sometimes, however, dangerous 
symptoms aren’t observed easily. 
The following tips will help you 
recognize whether your child 
needs emergency care. 

Observe the child 

After an accident, it’s 
important to observe your child 
closely for a while, watching for 
changes in skin color, behavior, 
and activity level. 

Call your pediatrician or 9 1 1 . 
or take your child to the hospital 
emergency room if your child: 

• has sustained a head injury, 
especially if he or she loses 
consciousness, even for a few 
moments. A child with a head 
injury should be checked for 
possible concussion. 
Immediate, proper treatment 
will help avoid serious 
damage. 


• shows signs of more intense 
pain than the injury generally 
warrants. 

• complains of numbness or 
weakness. 

• develops a change in overall 
skin color, becoming 
uncommonly pale, darkening 
in color, or turning blue in 
places. 

• behaves strangely, showing 
signs of confusion, undue 
agitation, sleepiness, or other 
unusual conduct. 

Above all. trust your own 
instincts. If you are uneasy about 
a child’s condition, seek help 
promptly. 

Check with your pediatrician 

Before you go to the emergency 
room, you may want to call your 
pediatrician. Sometimes your 
doctor can advise you over the 
phone about immediate steps to 
take or first aid to give the child. 
Also, your doctor may want to 
meet you at the hospital. 

In any case, your doctor 
should be notified of any 
emergency treatment your child 
receives. He or she most likely will 
be responsible for follow-up care, 
and all emergency records should 
be included in the child’s medical 
file.
